Kennedy is scheduled to be 
arraigned before 4th District 
Judge George Carey on Feb. 26. If

prison. 

Kennedy was arrested in 
December when inmate Michelle 
Mellcnthin reported he had had 
sexual contact with her on several 
occasions in November. FoUowing 
an investigation, Kennedy was 
fired 

Shortly after that, Mellcnthin 
filed a $150,000 tort claim against 
-the county over her treatment. If 
the county rejects the claim, she 
conflle suit. 

As a result of the inddent, the 
Idaho Department of Correction 
removed all female state prison- 
ers from the jail, which was 
charging $45 per day, per iiunatc.

“The facts came out fairly 
early and ivcre veiy easily appre- 
hended,” Kaminer says. “This 
did not require a foreign polic>' 
expertise. It was the proverbial 
human-interest story that every- 
body can feel expen alxiut.” 

And it fed on an appetite cstal> 
lislied with the Simpson trial. 

"Tlie ncivs has l>een undergo- 
ing a process of trivializaiion for 
some time,’’ Kaminer say.

Clinton became the 
butt of niglidy monologues and 
of a roinvigoraicd ''Sqiiirday 
Night Live" that didn't merely 
caricature his traits and past 
foibles, but that also consistently 
ridiculed an<I questioned his 
every act and moiivaiioii. 


In the trial itself, the House 
team called White House aide 
Sidriej; Blumenihal as one .of its 
three witnesses in large part to 
explore wiiether Blumcnthol told 
reporters that Lewinsky had bc^ 
called a “stalker." Ex-en if he did, 
legal experts find it hard to see 
lioxv this would be a crime by 
Clinton. 

The House managers argued 
that by deploying White House 
staffers to he to reporters, CUnion 
was hoping to influence grand 
jurors xvho read the nexx-spapers 
— and that, they said, was 
olistruction of justice. 

In any case, planting stories in 
the press xvas not mentioned in 
the articles of impeachment, so 
the managers’ corudstcni cunpha- 
sLs on it made their case murldcr. 

The House managers also 
alleged that Clinton lied lo the 
grand jury by testifying that he 
had inappropriate physical con- 
tact xx-ith Lexxinsky on “certain" 
occasions xvlicn in fact Inde- 
pendent Counsel Kenneth Starr 
alleged it xx-os 11 times. But thoM 
ixx-o dioradefizaiions are not even 
contradictory, let alone sufficient- 
ly at odds to constitute perjury. 

By throwing in such dubious 
charges along xx-ith the much more 
serious ones, the managers left 
themselves open to attack from 
Clinton’s laxx-yers — which they 
did. As most defense attorneys 
xxauld do, they dted the prosecu- 
tion’s feeblest charges to show the 
purported xx-cokness of the case. 

In contrast, some of the obstruc- 
tion-of-justicc allegations seemed 
more persuasive. Thej- certainly 
xx-crc deemed stronger by the 
Senate, xvhich split ex-enly on the 
obsiniction artide but defeated 
the ixrjiuy artide outrighL 

For exam ple, the H ouse tcam_ 

tbiBd Iiax-cTocuwdWorc limrbxxiy 
on the charges that Clinton 
ordered Currie to illegally hide 
gift.s and encouraged her to com- 
mit perjury, and that he urged 
Lexx-insky to lie under oath and 
file a false affidax-it.

Tht^c's only one thing better 
than a refunclra fnsterrefund. — 

Feeding that impulse, a grow- 
ing number of tax preparers and 
lenders arc peddling so-called 
refund-anticipation loans that 

p ut_yQiir. rnfiinrl in yn»r 

hands witliin 48 hours. 

But beware: The loan fees 
■ iiivolved can translate into triple- 
digit annualized interest rates 
that would make even a loan 
shark blush. The irony is that 
-yp»*>c_bricWy_borrowing_youiL_ 
own refund — cash that you let 
Unde Sam borrow interest-free 
for more than a year. ‘ - 
‘‘Tliey’re a bad buy,” said Goil 
K. Hillcbrand, a San Francisco 
senior attorney with Consumers 
Union, publisher of Consumer 
Reports. "Every rule has its 
exceptions, but there isn’t any 
group of consumers for whom 
this is a good financial deci- 
sion.” 

Early February is the peak sea- 
son for such loans because many 
taxpayers arc itchy to get their 
refunds. However, the loans 
exact a heavy toll on those who 
can least afford it: hard-prcs.scd 
people who need cash fast so 
they can buy food, pay the rent or 
case a finondal crisis. 

Tlic fees are steep enough tliat 
such people miglit actually save 


money by charging emergency 
bills on on 18 percent credit card 
and paying die balance when the 
refund comes in, Hillcbrand said. 

• -“But the smartest thing Is wall- 
ing until the refund is finally in 
hand. You’ve waited this long, 
right?” 

On the other hand, rcfimd loans 
offer Inw -ineomp tax p.iy, 


to pay for professional tax help, 
said Mike Trainor, chief execu- 
tive officer of Jackson Hewitt Tax 
. Service, a national chain based in 
' Virginia Beach, Va. They still 
must pay for the service, but it 

^comes.oiit.of.thcj'efund. 

"In essence, what we arc say- 
ing is there’s no up-front cost to 
have your taxes prepored,” said 
Trainor, who declined to provide 
Jackson Hewitt's loan fees 
because franchisees set their own 
prices. 

At H&R Block Tax Services — 
the nation's biggest tax-prepara- 
tion chain — loan fees range from 
$40 to $90 on loons up to $4,000. 

But because refund loans 
require you to file your return 
clcctronicully, many vendors and 
tax preparers also tack on an 
filing fee. 

Actual loan rates will vary 
according to the amount bor- 
rowed and die length of the loan 
— which effectively is the gap 
between the time it cakes to 
receive n refund loan vs. a refund 
dircedy from die IRS.

: Death and taxes 

; An untold number of taxpayers 
’ are learning they’re dead when' 
they open tliclr W-2 wage state- 
ments. ^Vliat happened? Thc<IRS 
says it goofed when figuring the 
specifications for W-2s, and some 
software developers didn’t catch 
on when the agency cut two 
boxes from the form. So, on “X" 
is going in the “Deceased” box. 
But ornploycni don't need to reis- 
sue forms because the IRS’ elec- 
tronic version rends fine. Undo 
Sam’s advice: '*Just send it in." 

Missing your W-2?

Year 2000 expenses 

Your small business can deduct

Business meals 

Deducting busincss'lunches is 
fine, but don’t do it too often or 
. routinely agree that “You buy 
: today, I’ll buy next lime,” says 
- RIA Group. Last October, Tax 
Court denied deductions for two 
professionals, citing die frequen- 
cy of their meals nnd the pay- 
ment sdicmc. 

Burden of proof 

Don’t get sloppy with your 
record-keeping or thumb your 
nose at the auditor just because 
Congrc.ss shifted. the burden of 
proof from taxpayers to the IRS. 

The impact of this change has i 


been exaggerated. The burden 
shifts only if you take your case 
all the way-to tax court, havc- 
kept good records and cooperate 
during die investigation. 

Rood losses 

El NiAo's havoc occurred last 
February, hut you can choose to 
write off flood losses either on 
your 1998 return or by amending 
your 1997 rcium. 

Leased cars 

There's good news if you 
lease a car for your business but 
hate logging all the actual 
expenses. Starting with your 
1998 return, you can deduct 32 
1/2 cents-per mile instead. 


Private conversations? 

Discussions you have with n 
certified public accountant or an 
enrolled agent are nowTjrotected 
by the attorney-client privilege.

Sandwich generation 

Besides children, you can claim

According to Ruth Erickson, an 
employment counselor and coach 
for adults with learning disabili- 
ties, lack of diagnosis is a key 
problem for adults. 

“A lot of adults were in the 
schools before the diagnosis 
existed,” Erickson says. “The 
undiagnosed have real problems, 
because their behavior can cre- 
me chaos in their relationships 
and jobs." 

Erickson and other learning- 
disability specialists encourage 
assessment and diagnosis at any 
age, followed by cooching to 
devdop coping mechanisms. For 
adults in the workplace, the cop- 
ing techniques con mean the dif- 
ference between mediocre per- 
formance and promotions that 
mutch the worker’s true level of 
ability. 

In fact.—sozne .counselors- 
believe that learning disabilities 
may be the real culprit behind 
employability issues for welfare 
recipients and others who have 
found little success in the work- 
place. 

Another underdiagnosed issue 
for many adults is ADD, attention 
deficit disorder. One of the key

So nmcli for die Age of Reason — the 
Enligliicnmcm — dial had ruled in the 
doys before Wordsworth. Poets had had 
enough of all diat rationalism and reason,-' 
diosc comparatively stodgy and depend- - 
able ports of our minds that most intellec- 
tuals from the 18th century looked to 
define themselves and the laws they 
wrote. So much for dio movoment-diat -- 
gave the world the U.S. Constitution, 
Newtonian physics and die rclodvcly dry 
poetry of John Dryden and Alexander 
Pope.

Tliough he set off a macabre chain 
reaction with his book, Goethe also 
helped start what Robert Sackcct, an 
assistant professor of liistory and director 
of hifmanitics at the University of 
Qolorado at Colorado Springs, colls “a 
prcdou.sncss of spirit” — predoasness, in 
dies case,znoaning loving nnd Tevcrcmial." " 
In other words, the poets of the day 
began to see both people and institutions, 
induding countries, as having a spirit. 

Just like Wordsworth and Coleridge 
wen- going lo-do-when they-wroie about 
nature and people. Like contemporary 
Americans do on Valentine’s Day when 
they tell those we love how, well, pre- 
doas they ore.

— Jerome-airtfiorw rites tI ie~faook~ 
oh history of Southern Idaho 

Virginia Ricketts, of Jerome, has writ- 
ten “Then and Now in Southern Idaho” 
which is a fascinating book of history 
about the southern area of Idaho.
